Ile 
earn ed in Ins hand a repeating rill.*. 
T he pack. I? opened, would have been

home, b u t they shipped entirely by 
vv ater. 
Thorpe, w ith the farsigbtisiness of 
the pioneer, had perceived th a t the ex­ 
ploitation of the upper country w as an 
affair of a few years only. 
The north 
would not prove as accessible as it 
now seem ed, for the carrying trad e 
w ould som e day realize th a t th e en­ 
tire w aterw ay of ti.** g reat lakes of- 
fered an unrivaled outlet. 
W ith th a t 
discovery w ould begin a rush to the 
new country. 
H e resolved to antici­ 
p ate It and by acquiring bis holdings 
before general attention should be tu rn ­ 
ed th a t w ay to obtain the best. 
H e w as w ithout money and practi­ 
cally w ithout friends, w hile govern­ 
m ent and state lands cost respectively 
$2.50 and $1.25 an acre, cash down. 
Rut he relied on the good sense of cap­ 
italists to p erceiv e from the statistics 
w hich his explorations would furnisl; 
the w onderful advantages • ( logging 
a sew country w ith the * bain of g reat 
lakes as shipping outlet at its very’ 
door. 
In retu rn for his inform ation 
he w ould expect a half in terest In the 
enterprise. 
Thorpe w as by no m eans the first to 
see the money in northern pine. 
Out- 
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side 
the 
big m ill 
d istricts already 
natn«Ml cuttings of considerable size 
w ere already under w ay, th e logs from 
w hich w ere usually sold to the mills of 
M arquette and M enominee. 
B ut w ork w as on a sm all scale an I 
w ith an eye to the im m ediate present j 
only. 
It w a s accom plished ny purcbas 
big one forty and cu ttin g a dozen. ! 
T horpe's m ap show ed often near the I 
forks of an im portant stream a section 
whose coloring indicated p rivate pos I 
session. 
Legally the ow ners had the J 
right only to the pine included in the j 
m arked sections, but if any one bad 
taken the trouble to visit thee district 
he would have found operations going 
on for miles tip an d dow n stream . 
The 
colored squares would prove to bo noth­ 
ing but so m any excuses for being on , 
the ground. 
T he bulk of the pine w as 
stolen from unbought state or govern­ 
m ent land. 
T his in the old days w as a common 
enough trick. 
Thorpe w as perfectly conversant w ith 
this state of affairs. 
Ile knew also 
th a t in all probability m any of the col­ 
ored districts on his m ap represented 
finns engaged in steals of g reater or 
less m agnitude. Ile w as fu rth e r aw are 
th a t most of the concerns stole tile tim ­ 
ber because it w as cheaper to steal 
th an to buy, but th a t they would buy 
readily enough if forced to do so in or­ 
der to prevent its acquisition by an o th ­ 
er. In his exploration, therefore, he de­ 
cided to employ the utm ost circum spec­ 
tion. 
H e would pose as a hu n ter and 
fisherm an. 
F o r a week he journeyed through 
m agnificent tim ber, w orking alw ays 
more and more to the north, until final­ 
ly he stood on the shores of Superior. 
H e resolved to follow the shore w est 
to the m outh of a fairly large river 
called the Ossa wi na rn akee. 
It showed 
in comm on w ith m ost stream s of its 
size, land already taken, b u t Thorpe 
hoped to find good tim ber near the 1 
m outh. A fter several d ay s’ hard w alk­ 
ing w ith th is object in view he found 
him self directly north of a bend in the 
river, so lie turned through the woods 
due south, w ith the intention of strik ­ 
ing in on tile stream . 
T his he succeed­ 
ed in accom plishing some tw enty miles 
inland, w here also he discovered a w ell 
defined and recently used trail leading 
up the river. 
Thorne cam ped one night 
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a t the bend and then set out to lo.low 
the trail. 
It led him for upw ard of ten mites 
nearly due south, som etim es approach­ 
ing, som etim es leaving, the river, but 
keeping alw ays in its direction. 
The 
country in general w as rolling. 
Low 
parallel ridges of gentle declivity glid­ 
ed constantly across his w ay, their 
valleys sloping to the river. 
Thorpe 
had never seen a gran d er forest of 
pine th an th at w hich clothed them . 
A t the ten m ile point he cam e upon 
a dam . 
It w as a crude dam , built of 
logs, w hose face consisted of strong 
buttresses slanted up stream and whose 
sheer w as m ade of unbarked tim bers 
laid sm oothly side by side a t the re­ 
quired angle. 
At present Its gate w as 
open. 
'J Lie purpose of Hie dam in this new 
country did not puzzle him In the 
least, but its presence bew ildered him. 
Such constructions are often throw n 
across logging stream s a t proper in­ 
tervals in order th a t the op erato r m ay 
lie independent of the spring freshets. 
The device is comm on enough, but it 
is expensive. 
People do 
not build 
dam s except in the certain ty oi some 
years of logging, and qu ite extensive 
logging a t th at. 
If the stream happens 
to be navigable the prom oter m ust first 
get an im provem ent c h arter from a 
board of control 
appointed 
by 
the 
state. 
Bo Thorpe knew th a t he had 
to deal not w ith a hand to m outh lum ­ 
ber thief, b u t w ith a g reat com pany 
preparing to log the country on a big 
scale. 
H e continued bis journey. 
A t noon 
he cam e to an o th er and ^similar stru c­ 
ture. H ere he left his pack and pushed 
ahead in light m arching order. 
About 
eight m iles above the first dam and 
eighteen from the bend of the river 
he m u into a “slashing” of the year 
before. 
T he decapitated stum ps were 
already beginning to tu rn brow n w ith 
w eather; tile tangle of tops am i limbs 
w as 
p artially 
concealed 
by 
poplar 
grow ths and wild raspberry vines. 
To T horpe this p articu lar clearing lu ­ 
cerne a t once of the great*--*, in terest 
Ile scram bled over and through the 
ugly debris w hich f r a y ear or two 
a fte r logging operations cum bers the 
ground. By a ra th er prolonged search 
he found w h at he so ught— the ’ section 
corners” of the tra ct, on w hich the gov­ 
ernm ent surveyor had long ago m arked 
the “descriptions.” 
A glance a t the 
m ap confirm ed his suspicions. 
The 
slashing lay some two m iles north of 
the section designated as belonging to 
p rivate parties. 
It w as governm ent 
land. 
Thorp** sat dow n, lit a pipe and did a 
little thinking. 
H e had th a t very m orning pass* d 
through beautiful tim ber lying much 
n earer the m outh of th e riv er than 
eith er th is or the sections fa rth e r south. 
W hy had these men deliberately ascend­ 
ed the stream ? W hy had they stolen 
tim ber eighteen m iles from the bend 
w hen they could equally w ell have stol­ 
en ju st aa good fourteen m iles n earer 
the term inus of th eir drive? 
T horpe 
suddenly 
rem em bered 
the 
tw o d am s and his idea th a t the men in 
charge of the riv er m u st be w ealthy 
and m ust intend operating on a large 
scale. H e thought he glim psed it. A ft­ 
er another pipe he felt sure. 
The unknow ns w ere inde**d going in 
on a large scale. They intended even­ 
tually to log the whole of the Ossa 
w inam akee basin. F o r th is reason they 
had m ade their first purchase, planted 
th e ir first foothold, near the headw a­ 
ters. Some day they would bey all the 
stan d in g governm ent {line iii tile basin, 
but in the m eantim e they would steal 
ail they could a t a sufficient d ista n *•■'* 
from Hie lake to c.i i'm ! :*• th* dang r 
of discovery. 
E very stick cu t m ean’ 
so much less to pi:.’cl*use la te r on. 


T horpe knew th a t men cc* upied in 
so precarious a business wo.r d be keen­ 
ly on tim w atch, .it the first h in t of 
rivalry they w ould buy in tho tim ber 
they had selected. 
But the situation 
had sot his fighting blo.nl to racing. 
They undoubtedly w anted the tract 
dow n river. W ell, so did he! 
Ile purposed to look it over carefully, 
to ascertain its exact boundaries and 
w h at sections it w ould be necessary to 
buy in order to Include it, aud perhaps 
even to estim ate it in a rough w ay. 
In 
the accom plishm ent of this lie w ould 
have to spend the sum m er and perhaps 
p a rt of the fall in th a t d istrict. 
Ile 
could h ardly expect to escape notice. 
By tho indication.:; on the river be 
judged th a t a crew of men had shortly 
before taken out a drive of logs. 
A fter 
the tim ber had been Rifted aud tow ed 
to M arquette they would return. 
He 
m ight be able to hide in the forest, but 
sooner or later, lie w as sure, one of the 
com pany's 
laud 
lookers 
or 
hunters 
w ould stum ble on his cam p. 
T hen his 
very 
concealm ent 
w o a d 
tell 
them 
w hat he w as after. 
T he risk w as too 
great, for, above all th in g s Thorpe 
needed tim e, 
lie hrol, as has been said, 
to ascertain w h at he could offer. T hen 
he had to offer ii. 
H e w ould be forced 
to interest capital, and th a t is a m atte r 
of persuasion and leisure.
